PICK-UPS. 


ALL THEY’RE Goon For. ‘‘ You have plenty 
of reading here,” said a visitor to the literary 
editor of a New York journal, pointing to a 
pile of books on the editorial desk. ‘‘ They are 
not for reading,” replied the editor; ‘‘ they are 
for reviewing.” 


THOMAS A. JANVIER writes to the Criticfrom the 
Provence this blibliophilistic romance: ‘‘ Mme. 
Roumanille, the widow of the poet, has had a 
streak of old-book-dealer’s luck that you can 
make luckier (probably) if you will give it three 
or four lines of announcement in your literary 
notes. Practically for nothing, with a lot of 
old books which she bought somewhere, she 
has picked up a Solinus of 1520, edited by Ca- 
mers—the book that contains the first dated 
map on which is the name ‘America.’ She had 
this out on her street-table in a lot of trash, 
Then a professor from Jena happened to be in 
Avignon and happened to see. it; and he so 
earnestly asked the price of it that she perceived 
that it must be something very much out of the 
common way. Therefore she told him (which 
was quite true) that no price had as yet been 
put on it, and he offered her 25 francs, which 
she had the wit to refuse. She wrote to Paris 
about it, and received from the dealer to whom 
she applied for information an offer of 500 
francs and the half of all that he might obtain 
above thatsum when he resold it. And again 
she refused. The size of her treasure now 
dawned upon her, and she began castle-build- 
ing on the strength of it. Her next step was 
to write to the librarian of the Royal Library 
at Vienna (where the Solinus was published) 
and ask him what the book was worth, imply- 
ing that she wanted to buy a copy, not to sell 
one. The answer was that there was little 
likelihood of her finding the book; but that if 
she did, she might expect to pay for it 1000 
francs. And so she has at last marked a price 
in her copy, and the price is 1500 francs. 
This is a good way above the recorded prices 
of the two or three copies sold in the past forty 
years; but Mme. Roumanille’s contention 1s 
that the book practically is an impossibility 
(which is true), and that she therefore will ask 
what she pleases for it—and wait until the in- 
evitable purchaser comes along.”

AUTHORS AS PUBLISHERS. 


Author: ‘ Be itso, sir, I accept your estimate. 
Let me say that only one man is required.’? Johnson: 
‘“‘ Let us say no such thing, sir. The estimate, as you call 
it, is none of mine. I did but correct yours in order tore- 
duce it ad absurdum, For what can be more absurd than 
to say that even to the production of a book but one man 
is necessary—the man who makes it. Is it then made by 
one man, and that man the author, or is it to be so made 
in future? Is the writer of the book to make the 
paper on which it is printed, and to set up the type, and 
to bind the volumes?” The Author: ‘*No, sir. I do 
not mean that. I should, perhaps, have used the word 
‘distribution’ instead of the word ‘ production,’ It is in 
the distribution of the book that the publisher is, in my 
opinion, unnecessary. To that process there are, I main- 
tain, but two necessary parties—the author and the 
bookseller, Why should not the author send his book 
direct from the printer and boekbinder to the shop of the 
bookseller? A business representative, a clerk, a cashier, 
is all he would want for such a purpose.” Johnson: 
‘‘ Does a book then drop down from heaven ready printed 
and bound? If not, how is it to be got into the hands of 
the printer and bookbinder? Is the author’s clerk, his 
cashier, to do this business for him, too? Is he to make 
his contract with the paper-maker for the paper, and 
with the printer for the printing, and with the binder for 
the binding? Why, sir, at that rate every author will 
have to keepa counting-house of his own, with all its ap- 
paratus, and will have to spend more hours at his ledger 
than in his library, Besides, if he can do this, why stop 
there? Why should he not abolish the bookseller and 
sell his own books? Why not plant a clerk or a cashier 
in a rented shop in fifty country towns? They could 
doubtless make shift to sell a thousand copies each, and 
you would then add the bookseller’s profits, such as they 
are, on the whole fifty thousand, to your own.” 
Boswell: ‘* That is true, sir ; but we do not care 
whale att and why, then, should it matter to you 
ce could extinguish publishers or not?”’ 
5 oa it does matter. It matters to every man, 
an, child in the kingdom, Suppose it were pos- 
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sible for him to do without the publisher in his own case, 
and, by that means, to drive an even better trade in his 
own works than he seems to have driven hitherto. Nay, 
suppose all other writers of the same kind could do the 
same thing. What would that prove as tothe publishers’ 
utility or inutility tothe world? The gentleman talks as if 
all literature were contained within the covers of six- 
shilling romances that run through fifty editions in a 
year. But unless all literature be, in fact, contained 
therein, how will it fare with the remainder of it? 
Could the publisher be dispensed with for that? Can 
the poet, the historian, the moralist, open shop for them- 
selves and send their own works by ‘a clerk or a 
cashier’ direct from the binder to the country bookseller, 
to be by him disposed of to an eager crowd of buyers at 
the rate of athousand copiesa week? No, sir, we all well 
know that they cannot; and that since they cannot, they 
will always need the services of some trader—call him 
publisher, bookseller, or what you will—with capital 
enough to undertake the venture, and to lie out of his 
money till its slow returns come back to him,’’—Imagi- 
nary conversation in H. D. Traill’s ‘‘ The Revolution in 
Grub Street,” in July Fortnightly Review. 

As a reverse side of the glowing picture 
drawn by Mr. Hall Caine of the era of pros- 
perity for the author when the publisher shall 
have been consigned to limbo, and the author 
make and distribute his own books—by the 
tens of thousands, was it?—we have the pain- 
ful spectacle of the tribulation of one of Mr. 
Caine’s guild, who, to his sorrow, tried to 
realize just such a phantasy as that imagined by 
his English confrére. Few American authors, at 
the time when Mr. Samuel L. Clemens helped to 
organize the firm of Charles L. Webster & Co., 
had so wide a reputation for shrewdness in 
making a bargain with his publishers, and for 
being able to look after the business end of his 
affairs; he also had some practical knowledge of 
the printing business; and, last but not least, 
his works were notably good sellers, and he 
had the personal good-will of the book trade as 
well as of most others of his fellow-citizens. In 
short, he was supposed to have every qualifi- 
cation of a good business man, as well as of 
aclever author. And yet, at the examination 
in supplementary proceedings on an unsatisfied 
execution returned by the sheriff on a judgment 
against his firm, his ignorance of, or indif- 
ference to, even ordinary business details 
proved indeed astounding. The firm started 
out with a phenomenal success, directed by 
a man who was not only a genius as a pub- 
lisher, but a careful and circumspect manager 
as well. In the early days of the existence 
of the firm ‘lucky ‘Mark Twain’” naturally 
was looked up to with envy by those obliged 
to depend upon the ‘‘demnition” publisher 
for their daily bread. Here was a man indeed 
who dispelled the illusion that a successful au- 
thor could not also be a successful publisher ! 
When the directing genius was suddenly re- 
moved by death his associates gradually be- 
came aware of the fact that they represented 
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x in the management of the affairs of the firm. 
They struggled for a while trying to repeat the 
successes of Mr. Webster ; but, as might have 
been foretold, they ended in failure. In the 
meantime the author-publisher followed his 
natural inclination, which was towards the 
library rather than towards the counting-house, 
and when the catastrophe was consummated 
he was probably more surprised than were the 
creditors of the firm. The moral to be drawn 
from all this sad business is probably evident 
enough without our pointing it out. Distinct 
qualifications are needed to make a successful 
publisher, which, we will not deny, are also pos- 
sibly given to the author, but only if he apply 
himself distinctively to the task of acquiring 
them. Those who strive to combine the calling 
of an author with the trade of the publisher 
do it, as a rule, at the risk of failing either as 
author or as publisher. The exceptions that 
might possibly be named are not numerous 
enough, nor of sufficient importance, to estab- 
lish a rule. 





HIGH PRICES IN LITERATURE, 


IN adding his mite to the authors’ controversy 
with the publishers in England, Jerome K. 
Jerome writes: ‘‘I am glad that Mr. Gosse has 
brought up the question of high prices in litera- 
ture. I am enabled myself to take a very 
broad-minded and unprejudiced view of the 
case, for I happen to be two persons rolled into 
one—both author and editor. As author I like 
to get, and I like to see other men getting, the 
highest possible figure for their work. As 
editor I am bound to endorse Mr. Gosse’s 
opinion. Authors are asking impossible sums 
both for serial and book rights. I do not say 
for a moment that it is greediness on their part; 
they merely ask what they know their brethren 
‘are asking, and what editors and publishers are 
willing to give them. They would be very 
foolish if they did otherwise. It is the fault of 
the editors and publishers who, in the race for 
big names, are willing to give a price, and pay 
royalties upon which they undoubtedly, in 
many cases, lose largely, and the consequence 
is that the smaller author is squeezed down to 
pay the fee necessary to secure the larger. In 
Magazines and newspapers no work is ever 
worth the price asked by the leading men. I 
can publish a story, the mere serial rights of 
which cost me £100, and it does not sell one extra 
copy of my paper. The truth is that any paper 
or magazine with acirculation of anything over 
fifty thousand is immovable by any mere name. 
Its readers already number the whole of the 
public to whom authors’ names convey any 
meaning. The big name is only useful to a 
new venture. Editors are beginning to see that 
after the first two years matter is of more im- 
portance than label, and these inflated prices will 
disappear. Meanwhile, it is absurd to blame 
the authors. It would not be in human nature 
for them to refuse money that they can easily 
get, simply because they know that their goods 
do not represent in value the actual amount 


paid.” 


BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


BOOKSELLERS’ AND STATIONERS’ PROVI- 
DENT ASSOCIA TION. 

AT the last meeting of the trustees of the 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Associa- 
tion the following officers were re-elected: 
President, Charles T. Dillingham ; first vice- 
president, John A. Holden ; second vice-presi- 
dent, Robert Morris; treasurer, Joseph F, 
Vogelius; and secretary, Wilbur B. Ketcham. 

It is the purpose of the new board of trustees 
to make a determined effort to increase the 
membership of the association to the full limit 
—fifteen hundred. They have engaged Mr. D. 
N. Morrison, formerly of Philadelphia, to can- 
vass the book and stationery trades in New 
York and elsewhere, and they bespeak for him 
hearty co-operation. It should be borne in mind 
by those who are already members, and who 
recognize the good accomplished, that much de- 
pends upon their efforts to keep the association 
up tothe mark as far as numbers are concerned. 
The quota now lacking is so inconsiderable 
that with but a little effort the maximum 
should be reached before the fall sets in. 

The secretary complains of the tardiness of 
many members in paying their assessments. 
Mr. Ketcham is obliged again and again to 
remind delinquents who, he knows, are anxious 
to remain members, but who through careless- 
ness or indifference allow their assessments to 
lapse until the very last moment. A little 
forethought in this direction would save the 
secretary unnecessary work and the associa- 
tion expense. If it were borne in mind that the 
secretary most unselfishly offers his services 
gratis we have no doubt that each member 
would do his part to make Mr. Ketcham’s work 
as light and agreeable as possible. 


NEW YORK NEWSDEALERS’ AND STATION- 
ERS’ PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION. 


FIFTY new members joined the New York 
Newsdealers’ and Stationers’ Protective and 
Benevolent Association, at its semi-monthly 
meeting, on the evening of the 23d inst. Presi- 
dent T. F. Martin presided. 

It was said after the meeting that the sudden 
access of new members was due solely to the 
recent action of the police in ordering the news- 
stands off the streets. It was decided to do 
nothing in this matter until after the Conven- 
tion of the National Association, which will be 
held in Brooklyn on August 13. 

President Martin expressed the hope that the 
troubles between the newsdealers and the police 
would soon be atanend. Arrangements were 
completed for the annual picnic of the associa- 
tion, which will be held at Metropolitan Park 
on August 14.

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COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
HUTCHINSON vs, COLUMBIA CHEMICAL CO. 


AN unusual lawsuit was instituted in Wash- 
ington, D. C., on the 18th inst. by Mahlon 
Hutchinson against the Columbia Chemical 
Company. The plaintiff, stating that he sues 
on behalf of the United States and himself, al- 
leges that the defendant violated the copyright 
laws by printing, publishing and circulating 
1074 copies of a small book entitled ‘‘ Method 
of Administration of the Animal Extracts,” 
prepared by Dr. Wm. A. Hammond. Upon 
the 1074 copies of the book alleged to have 
been printed, published and circulated by the 
defendant company the plaintiff charges that 
the company falsely and fraudulently printed 
the following: ‘‘ Copyrighted, 1894, by the 
Columbia Chemical Company.” 

Mr. Hutchinson claims that the company, 
because of its alleged violation of the law, 
section 4963 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, has become liable to a penalty 
of $100 on each and every one of the 1074 
books, or, in all, $107,400, one-half of which 
amount he claims, the other half, he asserts, 
being due the United States under the law. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Pror. RupOLPH GNEIST died in Berlin, July 
22. He was born in Berlin, August 13, 1816. 
He was professor of jurisprudence in the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, and published many works 
on historical, constitutional, and social subjects.
